The  program  usually  heard  at  this  time  has  been  cancelled  in  order  that  we 
may  bring  you  the  history  of  the  Class  of  1944. 

We  now  switch  you  to  EMHS  Class  Night  where  the  program  is  already  in 
progress. 

Amidst  a  deluge  of  rain  one  September  morning  in  1940,  ninety-seven  green 
freshmen  entered  the  portals  of  Ellsworth  Memorial  High  School  for  the  first  time. 
The  fear  of  the  customary  initiation  given  to  freshmen  by  upper  classmen  was  not 
lacking.  When  we  saw  several  boys  being  forced  to  walk  the  halls  with  pants  and 
sweaters  rolled  up  to  the  knees  and  elbows,  we  knew  that  the  situation  was  well 
in  hand.  Remember  how  nice  it  was  to  have  a  shower  with  your  clothes  on,  boys? 

Our  first  high  school  social,  which  was  widely  attended  and  enjoyed,  was 
a  party  given  for  us  by  the  Sophomores.  After  several  months  when  we  felt 
acquainted  enough  to  choose  our  officers,  we  elected  Mervin  Waldron,  President; 
('harles  Jaworski,  Vice  President;  Kenneth  Kessler,  Secretary;  and  Shirley  Cooper, 
Treasurer.  Now  that  our  class  was  organized,  we  were  able  to  show  our  initiative 
by  giving  the  Sophomores  a  return  party.  An  outing  at  Lake  Compounce  ended 
our  first  year  of  high  school  in  a  cheerful  manner. 

After  a  fleeting  summer  we  found  ourselves  Sophomores.  At  this  time  election 
of  class  officers  was  uppermost  in  our  minds.  The  ballots  showed  that  we  had 
selected  for  President,  William  Muska;  Vice  President,  Norman  Andross;  Sec¬ 
retary,  Shirley  Cooper;  and  Treasurer,  Elinor  Bastien. 

Already  there  were  signs  indicating  that  our  class  had  many  outstanding 
athletes.  It  gave  us  great  pride  to  see  William  Muska,  Norman  Andross,  Mervin 
Waldron,  and  Joseph  Grigely  make  baskets  for  our  beloved  basketball  team. 
Although  we  did  not  capture  the  C-D  Championship  title  this  year,  we  won 
eighteen  out  of  the  nineteen  games  played. 


Members  from  our  class  who  displayed  ability  on  the  track  squad  were  James 
McLaughlin,  Donald  Woolam,  Norman  Andross,  William  Muska,  Mervin 
Waldron,  and  Charles  Jaworski.  Our  successful  soccer  squad  also  claimed  many 
boys  from  our  class.  Among  them  were  John  Padegimas,  Charles  Buddes,  James 
McLaughlin,  Ernest  Sunega,  David  Collins,  Norman  Andross,  William  Muska, 
Donald  Woolam,  Walter  De\eran,  Joseph  Grigely,  and  Mervin  Waldron. 

Several  of  our  girls,  Ann  Duffy,  Martina  Loftus,  and  Frances  McCann,  were 
determined  not  to  let  the  boys  excel  them  and  starred  on  the  girls’  basketball 
team.  How  astonished  the  Seniors  were  too  when  they  saw  two  capable  sopho¬ 
mores,  Shirley  Cooper  and  Ann  Duffy,  as  new  cheer  leaders.  Contributing  to  the 
success  of  the  annual  play  production,  "Dictator  Dad”,  was  Nancy  Potwin. 
Thus  ended  our  second  year  at  Ellsworth. 

The  class  opened  its  junior  year  with  the  election  of  class  officers.  Those 
chosen  for  the  ensuing  year  were  Edward  Hack,  President;  Bettie  Sargent, 
Secretary;  and  Donald  Woolam,  Treasurer.  This  year  was  an  exceptionally 
busy  one  for  the  class.  Many  of  us  cheerfully  added  to  our  studies,  courses  in 
civilian  defense,  first  aid,  or  home  nursing.  We  also  practiced  air  raid  drills,  and 
"be  prepared”  seemed  to  be  our  motto.  Toward  the  end  of  the  school  year*  in 
May  and  June,  our  school  day  was  shortened  so  that  students  might  relieve  the 
critical  labor  shortage.  For  the  first  time  an  activity  period  was  included  in  our 
program  to  provide  time  for  additional  courses,  such  as  photography  or  commu¬ 
nications. 

"Four  Cheers  for  Joan”,  the  annual  play  production,  was  a  great  success, 
especially  since  Nancy  Potwin  held  a  leading  role.  Other  important  parts  were 
played  by  Betty  Barry,  Margaret  Matulis,  Margaret  Busher,  and  Bill  Arnold. 
Have  you  forgotten  Bill’s  South  American  accent.^ 

One  Friday  night  in  May  all  thoughts  of  studies  were  put  aside  in  order  that 
each  boy  might  take  his  best  girl  to  the  social  highlight  of  the  season,  the  Junior 
Prom.  Although  the  gasoline  shortage  frightened  us  at  first,  we  soon  discovered 
a  way  out.  By  piling  as  many  couples  as  possible  into  each  car,  we  proved  the 
adage,  "the  more  the  merrier.”  All  our  transportation  difficulties  were  forgotten 
when  we  saw  the  decorations.  The  committee  had  spent  many  hours  making 
paper  roses  which  they  entwined  on  a  white  picket  fence. 

Our  boys  gained  in  athletic  ability,  and  with  the  aid  of  William  Muska, 
Norman  Andross,  Mervin  Waldron,  and  Joseph  Grigely,  we  won  the  C-D 
Championship  for  1943.  Again  the  gasoline  shortage  caused  many  problems. 
But  when  it  is  something  concerning  basketball,  a  true  Ellsworthian  will  always 
find  a  solution.  In  fact,  coming  to  games  by  bicycle,  shanks  mare,  or  even  in 
hay  wagons  only  added  to  the  pleasure.  One  night  a  long  overdue  wagon  was 
thought  to  be  lost  somewhere  in  Scantic.  In  June  we  adjourned  for  a  summer’s 
vacation. 

At  last  that  long  awaited  year  had  arrived.  We  were  seniors!  How  proudly 
we  used  those  front  steps  or  took  our  places  in  the  front  rows  at  assembly!  But 
we  had  serious  duties  and  tasks  also.  The  worthy  students  elected  to  carry  on  the 
responsibilities  for  this  important  year  were  William  Arnold,  President;  Edward 
Hack,  Vice  President;  Arthur  Koehler,  Secretary;  and  Eileen  Koetsch,  Treasurer. 
Our  first  undertaking  was  the  Senior-Get-Together  presented  to  acquaint  the 
underclassmen  with  one  another. 


In  the  fall  the  seniors  and  freshmen  co-operated  to  amuse  the  student  body 
with  the  comedy  entitled,  "Teapot  on  the  Rocks.”  Seniors  participating  were 
Nancy  Potwin,  Margaret  Busher,  Ann  Duffy,  William  Arnold,  and  James 
McLaughlin, 

Helping  to  maintain  the  excellent  reputation  of  Ellsworth’s  basketball  team 
were  Norman  Andross,  Mervin  Waldron,  and  Raymond  Steitz  with  Donald 
Woolam  and  Douglas  Platt  as  co-managers.  Ably  leading  the  students  in  their 
cheering  at  the  games  were  Shirley  Cooper,  Ann  Duffy,  Lois  Miller,  and  Margaret 
Busher. 

With  the  assistance  of  many  eminent  seniors,  the  soccer  squad  passed  an 
undefeated  season. 

Well  deserving  of  the  merit,  Eileen  Koetsch  was  awarded  the  Good  Citizen¬ 
ship  Medal  by  the  Daughters  of  Amrican  Revolution.  That  long  and  tedious 
task  of  editing  the  yearbook  was  given  to  Douglas  Platt,  Editor,  and  Elinor  Bastien 
and  Shirley  Cooper,  Associate  Editors. 

With  Ann  Duffy  as  Editor-in-Chief  the  "South  Winds”  maintained  its  wide 
popularity.  Other  seniors  responsible  for  its  success  were  Elinor  Bastien,  Nancy 
Potwin,  Betty  Barry,  Margaret  Busher,  James  McLaughlin,  Frances  McCann, 
Ernest  Sunega,  Betty  Kirchhof,  and  Douglas  Platt. 

It  was  delightful  to  hear  melodious  notes  coming  from  the  cafeteria  every 
Monday.  Yes,  music  Was  added  to  our  curriculum  this  year.  Another  fine  addition 
was  the  art  classes  conducted  on  Tuesdays. 

Although  our  Washington  trip  had  to  be  cancelled,  we  didn’t  complain 
because  we  felt  that  the  winning  of  the  war  was  more  important.  The  Hi-Y 
Club  gave  us  another  opportunity  to  help  by  sponsoring  bond  drives  to  which  we 
all  contributed  willingly  and  gladly. 

We  were  obliged  to  give  up  several  boys  from  our  class  to  the  service  of 
our  country.  However,  we  know  that  they,  coming  from  Ellsworth,  are  doing 
a  grand  job  and  we  are  proud  of  them.  Those  inducted  into  the  Navy  were 
William  Muska,  Russell  Burnham,  and  Arthur  Koehler. 

Our  years  at  Ellsworth  will  soon  be  over.  We  have  worked  and  worried; 
yet  the  pleasant  memories  and  good  times  will  stand  out  in  our  minds  as  we 
pass  on  to  future  activities.
